THE EPIDEMIC INFLUENZA 

close our pages, Spanish Influenza rampant the United 
States and, according the statements given out the public press, 
has now reached practically every state the Union. Never within 
the recollection people living today has there been epidemic 
wide-spread disastrous its results. 

Beginning New England, and centering military camps 
about Boston, spread rapidly along the Atlantic seaboard and more 
slowly made its way westward. The initial symptoms this dread 
disease are similar those severe type grippe, and the more 
serious cases develops into pneumonia, many times with fatal out- 
come. 
While this epidemic has been alarmingly prevalent our train- 
ing camps, has also reached people their own homes not only 
the cities and towns but has even spread into the rural districts. 
one such neighborhood with which are familiar, soldier home 
furlough developed it, and his little sister who attended the dis- 
trict school came down with very malignant form and died. 
There now scarcely family that district which hasn’t least 
one member sick with it, and one home the mother and six children 
are bed, and one child has already died. 

were Washington recently while the Enrollment Emer- 
gency Station and the Emergency Hospital were being put into shape, 
(described the Red Cross pages this number), and saw both 
these places operation,—each most efficient piece executive 
work inaugurated Miss Delano and her associates the Depart- 
ment Nursing under the Red Cross. 

Appeals for help, especially for nurses, were being received from 
the camps every section the country the Red Cross well 
the officers the Surgeon Generals the Army and the Navy. 
While the number those available was altogether inadequate 
meet the needs this unprecedented situation, the response the 
rank and file the great nursing body was splendid that now 
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have enlarged vision the courage, the self-sacrificing spirit and 
the true womanliness nurses. When the final reckoning made 
think will found that among other group have the fatalities 
been greater, exposure and extreme fatigue being predisposing 
causes. 

Washington, the stress was great that public appeal was 
made graduate nurses, undergraduates, practical nurses, nurses’ 
aids, teachers, and any one who had had any sort nursing ex- 
perience all. one worker expressed it, “The call for any one 
who has pair hands and willing help where the need great- 
est,” and urgent were these calls that time could spent 
investigating the character those who responded. The same course 
has been foliowed our own city, for like every other nursing center 
the country, the nursing service present below the normal be- 
cause many our women are now military service, and because 
many had been sent New England before the outbreak the 
epidemic here. 

Thousands women who have attended the courses 
Elementary Hygiene and Home Care the Sick given different 
points this country under the auspices the Red Cross undoubtedly 
have helped alleviate the suffering their own homes, but having 
been led believe the ruling the Surgeon General’s office that 
they would not needed for military service, comparatively few 
those who were free, fear, have been available response the 
call the Red Cross for help this crisis. Many them are now 
enrolled other branches war work, such the canteen service 
home and abroad, the Motor Corps division, and the 
and are lost for the special work for which these classes prepared 
them,—that assistants nurses civil military hospitals. 

The military nursing school with its 500 pupils scattered through 
the camps has, course, been help, but sense met the 
situation. The trained body, although absolutely inadequate 
numbers, has been the only force surely depended upon this 
great crisis. 

quote from three letters received from scattered points 
New England show what the situation has been there: 

The situation here very bad, are doing all can meet but cannot 

begin so. are having about fifty calls day and are able care for 
few them. With the aid the visiting nurses, are able see that more 
are having some care, but are refusing calls for private nurses the rate 
about forty day. add the seriousness the situation, the hospitals are 
crowded the doors. One them has, the present time, 511 patients, and 
its nurses are off duty, several being the dangerous list. Another, which 
would ordinarily have nurses duty, has 15. The nurses are all doing 
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nobly, cannot say enough praise the way they have responded the 
calls till they fall victims, themselves. There are very few who are not giving 
their best, yet some doctors and others seem feel that the nurses are dodging 
their duty. are using volunteers, not know what should without 


them. 


The influenza epidemic hit our station rather hard. The medical officer 
the school, his assistant, three instructors, 300 the boys from the school and 


did duty the hospital for three weeks. would impossible relate all 


the sad and terrible scenes. 

There were friends from all parts the country looked after and 
some them, even, developed the disease. Our medical officer told that 
never his life did feel much like throwing everything did 
one night after finishing his duty officer the day, which means twenty-four 
‘hours straight duty, subject call night. All night long was witnessing 
death scenes, seeing weeping relatives and trying take care emergencies. 
was duty the nurses’ pavilion. Nearly all the nurses living there were 
taken sick. Four weeks ago, four nurses were too sick duty and each 
day one more would drop out. They transferred the nurses other quarters 
and used the pavilion for women’s cases. cleared the living room and placed 
six cots there for yeowomen. One one the help succumbed and for two weeks 
depended entirely upon sailors for all the work but the actual nursing. One 
little nurse passed out with meningitis. Another one’s life has been hanging 
the balance for week. Several boys from the school died, two the doctors 
and carpenter, civil employee who had been duty the hospital for 
number years. Conditions are clearing now. 


wonder whether you would like hear regarding the work the 
nurses here during this dreadful epidemic. makes wonder how there 
ever could have been any opposition the passage the Army Nurse bill. For 
real staunchness purpose and fidelity duty through the most trying cir- 
cumstances, and for anywhere from twelve eighteen hours duty daily, 
have never even imagined their equal, and glad say that the best nurses 
have not all gone France. feel also free say that not believe any 
hospital France had anything this Base Hospital during the last two weeks. 
You will glad know that the epidemic has abated considerable extent. 
enclosing slip paper that was handed around from the Commanding 
Officer. This man never for one moment lost his head his spirit his appre- 
ciation the work that being done. This station feels exceedingly fortunate 
having him Commanding Officer. 

“Memorandum read the officers, nurses, student nurses and soldiers 
duty this Base Hospital: 

“As the epidemic grippe and pneumonia seems subsiding, want 
take this opportunity extend the officers, nurses, student nurses and soldiers 
this command appreciation the splendid way which they all responded 
the extremely heavy strain that has been placed upon them during the past 
three weeks. The codperation, self sacrifice and untiring efforts the members 
this command are worthy the highest praise. May the relatives these 
nurses and soldiers who lost their lives result pneumonia incurred the 
discharge their duty obtain some solace from this

Red Cross member, while for Home Defense nurses, membership 
the nearest Red Cross chapter absolutely compulsory. evident 
that this not always understood, for the question, “Are you mem- 
ber the Red Cross?” often left unanswered. 

December, the second membership campaign the Red Cross 
will held, with universal membership its objective. Would you 
like see every man, woman and child this country loyal, sup- 
porting member this great organization? so, your part 
joining without delay, paying your dues for the coming year, 
you are already member.

THE INTERSTATE SECRETARY 


The prevailing influenza has interfered with the plans the 
Interstate Secretary, others for her, that she must begin anew 
make her winter’s itinerary. For this reason beg all state 
officers consider whether she has been used sufficiently their 
states and, not, make plans for her coming. 

not necessary have state meeting order get the 
most good from her visit. Indeed, though she most helpful addi- 
tion the programme state meeting, and though that good 
way for her begin her work state, she does not reach nearly 
many nurses, nor help many, when she goes through the state, 
visiting the cities and towns, spending day two each, speaking 
holding conferences with different groups people. 

The fact that Miss Eldredge has been private duty nurse, 
training school instructor and public health nurse gives her 
insight into many kinds problems, and wherever she goes word 
comes back this office the value her presence. 
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When state planning for her visit, one person should made 
responsible for working out the details her trip, since this can 
done more advantageously one familiar with the needs the com- 
munities within the state and also with the routes travel. First 
she should find out where the Interstate Secretary wanted. She 
may have form letter sent each training school organization 
the state, suggesting that Miss Eldredge can speak leagues, 
groups private duty nurses, senior nurses, alumnae graduate 
nurse associations, high school girls boards managers. She 
should not asked speak more than twice day, certainly not 
more than three times. 

When the replies are in, the trip can arranged such way 
that she need not retrace her steps. short journeys are made, the 
expense sleeper need not incurred. Where systematic plan 
has been made state and her going has been haphazard, there 
not only wear and tear her strength, but waste time and 
money. 

The person arranging the trip should keep touch with Miss 
Eldredge or, her absence from her headquarters, with the JOURNAL 
office, that some one may know, all the time, where she expected 
and for how long. Definite information should given hours 
arrival and departure and the plan entertainment, whether she 
stay hotel with some hostess. The expense traveling 
and entertainment are not great divided among all the places 
visited, and the value received far greater than the expenditure, 
know from the enthusiastic comments that come from the 


places where she has been. 


THE NURSES’ RELIEF FUND 


One our department editors writes that nurse she knows, 
who leaving shortly for service overseas, making her insurance 
payable the Nurses’ Relief Fund, she has only one near relative, 
and does not need it. She thinks possible that there are other 
nurses who would the same, the matter were brought their 
attention. know some who turn over this fund any money 
which comes them undeservedly, they think. There are others 
who have remembered their wills. 

Month month find recorded under Nursing News the 
gradual growth the Relief Fund. The amounts paid out not 
equal the amounts which come in, and gradually creeps ahead, 
and though still far from the sum hope see attain, there 
enough give little here and little there help nurse over 
hard place when she ill and unable wholly meet her expenses. 
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not fund, but those who have been helped the past, 
often bend their efforts, later, the direction interesting nurses 
and associations it, that there may more contributions 
sustain it. For instance, one nurse who has been greatly handicapped 
for several years and who last able assist central directory 
for nurses, found that the Relief Fund was unknown there and im- 
mediately sent request for pledge cards distribute. 

The aim the committee charge the fund has always been 
have each member each nursing association give one dollar 
year it,—a very small sum for each donor, but great amount for 
the fund, all should subscribe. The amount given each associa- 
tion its members should sent one sum its treasurer, 
its Relief Fund representative, either the state national treas- 
urer, lighten little the work the latter, for easier 
acknowledge one sum from association than many small contribu- 
tions. Better the scattered small sums, however, than none all, 
and complaints are ever heard from Mrs. Twiss for the work 
involved keeping the books the Relief Fund, she feels well 


worth while. 


ANOTHER UNIVERSITY OPENS COURSE FOR NURSES 


The University Chicago, with the Children’s 
Memorial Hospital which affiliated with it, will offer this fall, and 
again the spring, three months’ course for student nurses. The 
subjects covered are: Chemistry, Dietetics, Anatomy, Physiology, 
Pharmacology, Materia Medica, Bacteriology, Hygiene and Pathology. 
There tuition fee $60 for the course, and may taken 
college women, whether not they intend enter nursing. 

hope the experiment may prove successful that may 
the beginning central preliminary course open the students 
all the nursing schools the city.

The children walk beside and slip their little hands into ours, 
darling girls and sturdy boys, not showing the signs famine 
expected see, although there wistful look some their 
faces, and several are fatherless. One little boy spoke the other 
day was born optimist, and believed looking forward the future 
pleasures his young life. 

“Is there any place where can buy cake?” asked. 

“No cake,” replied, “but after the war, then cake,” which 
seems the spirit over here. Victory certain. only ques- 
tion time. 

General Pershing and his staff visited our hospital during his 
tour inspection. all hurried duty one hour earlier the day 
was expected, have everything ready for him, but there was 
some delay, and did not appear for three four days. However, 
when did arrive, were delighted see him, looked 
strong and dependable. visited some the wards and talked the 
men, also shook hands with several the nurses, and thanked them for 
coming over take care his men. After the distinguished party 
had left, one two patients were anxious shake hands with those 
nurses! Reflected glory, suppose. Some the patients rushed 
the windows overlocking the courtyard, see the General depart, 
and there was little Jean, the mascot the hospital force, waiting 
salute him.

When the nurses 
came they washed him and bought him new clothing, but this only 
brought them occasional smile, while makes real companions 
the men.

COMMUNITY WORK THE PREVENTION 
INFANT AND CHILD MORTALITY 


Spencer, Massachusetts 


The preserving child life should surely the responsibility 
all communities. not enough that children’s hospital wards are 
supplied with toys Christmas that flowers are sent when they 
are sick dead. prevent these very things being necessary 
large extent that all minds must turned and turned 
some purpose. 

most cities, especially the east, there much being done, but 
towns and rural communities where most people think chil- 
dren are safe and healthy, but where statistics show that our 
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Prevention Child Mortality 
ach greatest infant and child mortality exists, there great need for 
she concerted community effort. There that municipal sanitation 
such low ebb, milk supplies are not inspected, water supply 
inadequate and unsupervised, proper care children almost un- 
known many, precaution taken against children’s diseases, 
and “swat the fly” was never heard least not comprehended. 
all seems beyond belief that this age many children should 
the mercy unenlightened beings beings who not prac- 
1es. tice their knowledge. These conditions can remedied the team 
Health, one can created; towns where one exists, let 
rth active. Boards Education should think terms health their 
its basis for training children. through these two civic organs, 
gst that the entering wedge interest child welfare 
ted rural places can best driven. 
ent The Board Health its authority energetically and justly ap- 
ter plied can gradually bring about better standard sanitation which 
directly influences the health all children. employing stranger 
trained sanitation, and one who does not know the histories the 
families well enough cause embarrassment carrying out the 
health laws, who understands the rural mind and tactful enough 
deal with without friction, wonders can accomplished toward 
the education the public. 
The problems health education the small town differ greatly 
from those larger places, since there are organizations call 
upon, thus making the work much more difficult. that the 
officer employed must needs well trained value. 
The Board Education has for its share, school nurse and 
medical inspection school children. Medical inspection the 
greatest value parents well pupils, detecting defects 
children and reporting these parents, not only gives the children 
equal physical chance life, but economic value the 
parents well, since giving the child better chance, makes 
his ability, and consequently his earning power, just much greater. 
The work the school nurse inestimable. Her follow-up work 
are the medical inspection enough justify her existence, for 
she who visits, coaxes, urges, and persuades the parents correct 
the defects found. Through her example scrupulous cleanliness, 
her work, her talks, her home visits, and above all her classes 
Home Nursing and Hygiene and Baby Lore, she gives broad edu- 
cation health. these classes should given great encourage- 
nil- ment, through the children that many parents are reached 
and then, too, these school girls are the future mothers. The best 
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work along this line can done with older girls but the small girls 
can taught much and should not overlooked. Experience shows 
that the positions school nurse and sanitary worker can joined 
very great advantage, thus cutting down community expense for 
salaries and giving efficient service well. 

When has been demonstrated that the work these two 
boards can accomplish much, the public will more 
readily employ the Community Nurse. Her salary may provided 
through private public funds but should thoroughly under- 
stood that she way represents charity, her usefulness 
crippled. Small-town pride formidable force reckoned 
with, but whether large small communities, charity, such, 
has place public health work. 

With the advent the Community Nurse who has social sense, 
comes home development health culture. This nurse has the most 
wonderful all ways gaining access homes and the confidence 
the people. She brings personal service. After she has made good 
the eyes the people, and this can accomplished many 
different ways there are personalities the nursing profession, she 
can lead them into any path she chooses. She can establish valuable 
mothers’ clubs where health matters are discussed, and that always 
means babies and children mothers, they are most interested. 
Perhaps she can even have clinic established for pre-natal care, after 
enough civic interest has been aroused this work. How 
wonderful that would be, have these mothers, who know little 
what physical care how obtain it, taken care almost spite 
themselves. small towns where medical service not always 
adequate and where many babies are born without medical care, how 
valuable would pre-natal care and instruction. Would not also 
make our country medical men just little more careful and interested 
this very great question, their aid were asked? Many them 
visit their obstetrical cases but once and sometimes not all after 
delivery. This the common experience anyone who knows 
rural work.

passed and here amused ourselves when work was done; bare 
place, having way furniture table, two chairs and step-ladder. 

Six beds, with many small tables, the latter covered with 
white oil-cloth, and two hat trees used poles for irrigating cans, 
comprised the furniture the wards. 

The nurses’ bedroom was opposite the kitchen the second 
floor and though the night nurse spent her day there, she did very 
little sleeping. For this reason one changed from night day duty 
every week. 

The work the day nurse began seven m., when she brought 
breakfast down for her small patients and, after feeding those who 
were very ill, joined the night nurse the kitchen for her own meal, 
leaving the feeding the other patients the two mothers, one 
whom served cook, the other general helper. Breakfast over, the 
nurse gathered the patients’ dishes and boiled them huge pot 
over the kitchen fire. Then came the usual routine temperature, 
medicines, baths, treatments, adjusting splints, etc. had con- 
stant interruptions meanwhile, the crying children, the insistent 
ringing the telephone, and the troubles everyone brought the 
nurse. The doctor, whose visit was the event the day, usually ar- 
rived eleven o’clock. 

had, all, twelve patients, two cases alike yet none 
whose symptoms differed. The same irritability, nervousness, and 
for the first few days, twitching, characterized each. The patient’s 
head was drawn back, there was frequently nausea, and although 
diorrhea sometimes was present for few days, the patient was de- 
cidedly constipated for least month following.

NURSING CARE ALCOHOLIC AND DRUG 
ADDICTIONS

the entire field nursing there are, some respects, more 
difficult patients care for than those unfortunates addicted the 
intemperate use alcohol drugs. The role the nurse must play 
the handling these patients depends somewhat upon the method 
treatment adopted and whether carried out institu- 
tion attempted the home the patient. 

Regardless, however, how where treatment undertaken, 


these cases. First all, the importance that the nurse 
should understand and appreciate that these patients are suffering 
from chronic disease affecting both mind and body. They are 
treated sick patients and not social outcasts criminals. 
fact they are very apt super-sensitive concerning their addic- 
tions, and their proper care nurse’s tact, patience, and judgment 
are often taxed the utmost. 
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not uncommonly happens that these patients are brought for 
treatment not entirely their own accord. Many times they are 
placed institutions relatives friends who are much more de- 
sirous freeing them their addictions than the patients are 
freed. such instances the patients are brought face face with 
the physicians and nurses with preconceived ill-feeling even 
horror for the entire undertaking. other words, they are not 
receptive attitude mind and will not with those whose 
task assist them out their slavery alcohol drugs. Here 
the first opportunity for skilful nursing presents itself,—in breaking 
down the ill-feeling apathy, and creating favorable mental state 
that will assist overcoming the addiction. matters not whether 
believe the predominence mental physical factors these 
habit cases, the so-called “unpoisoning” the body without cheer- 
ful mental attitude behind it, will more overcome these addictions 
than will skilful mental manipulations without considering body 
suffering from chronic intoxication. This perhaps one the rea- 
sons why many the extreme therapeutic measures result failure 
the treatment these patients. The one class goes the extreme 
and attempts treat the mind without taking into consideration 
poisoned body, and the others think that the body 
the mind will take care itself. Both are neglecting important 
factors the successful treatment habit cases. 

According the laws psycho-physical parallelism, every 
mental action has corresponding physical reaction and vice versa; 
consequently the individual whose body poisoned the intemperate 
use alcohol drugs cannot, for the time being, think act entirely 
normally. 

Truly, caring for alcoholic and drug addicts, outside her 
regular nursing knowledge, the nurse should well grounded 
modern applied psychology because she position power- 
fully influence the patient her constant association and attention. 
Except very unusual instances, the physician rarely sees the 
patient more than hour out the twenty-four, and the 
thousand and one changes apt take place these patients’ mental 
states the interval must skilfully handled the nurse alone. 

The nurse should all her power keep the patient’s mind 
tranquil state. Avoid every possible way irritating already 
super-sensitive nervous system. With these patients, more than with 
any others, not much what said done, but how said 
done. Under circumstances should the nurse lose her self- 
control while caring either for alcohol drug addict. She should 
have unusual patience and forebearance with nagging, teasing, 
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disagreeable patients. Never must she display the least sign fright 
case delirium violence because this class patients un- 
usually keen detecting mental weaknesses their attendants. 
Once physician nurse has shown doubt, fear, hesitancy, 
word action, will thereafter have little control influence 
over these patients, and, ward recreation room, surprising 
how rapidly this loss control will spread. 

The nurse should firm and dignified, but all times kind. 
unusual circumstances, such extreme restlessness noisiness, 
justifiable for the nurse employ suggestive measures that tend 
arouse the patient’s emotive state. For example, case 
patient unduly noisy because the accustomed drug stimulant not 
forthcoming, few well-directed words given the proper tone may 
arouse the emotive consciousness that for long period thereafter 
the patient’s mind may occupied analyzing the words, 
their significance, and their mental reaction. Many times complete 
change the patient’s train thought may accomplished this 
manner, that the desire for the narcotic stimulant may en- 
tirely forgotten for many hours even for the entire day. 

After the offending drug the alcohol has been entirely with- 
drawn, there usually comes stage with certain neurotic individuals 
when every discomfort attributed the absence the accustomed 
drug stimulant and may require considerable tact and patience 
guide patient over this period. Keep your patient’s mind occupied 
and apply proper suggestions skilfully and persistently endeavor 
direct their attention anything and everything but themselves. 

Concerning the many little duties the nurse, should not 
forgotten that this class patients, like others, appreciate neatly 
arranged tray, rubbing and bed free from wrinkles. They 
require every nursing care that any other medical case should have 
and addition the most careful psychological handling. drug 
addictions good nursing means good wili. Stop and consider, you 
will, that many these unfortunates have acquired their habit be- 
cause they were first given the drug some physician for the relief 
some painful condition. Indeed, large percentage drug takers 
have been the care nurses before, many have made the rounds 

the various institutions and all, rule, know what good nurs- 
ing is; they expect and are entitled nothing but the best. these 
patients, more than any other class, have heart, treat them kindly, 
remember they are sick bodily and mentally and they must not 
looked upon outcasts criminals simply because they have become 
the unfortunate slaves demon rum drugs.

MEETING THE SPANISH INFLUENZA SITUATION 


With the appropriation the Red Cross War Council 
$575,000.00, used combating the epidemic Spanish influenza 
that has been ravaging the Atlantic seaboard, became necessary 
develop plan for meeting the general situation over the entire 
country. 

special committee, representing the American Red Cross and 
the Federal Public Health Service, was appointed outline genera! 
plan between the two organizations. The director 
the Department Nursing was member this committee. 

Definite instructions were, once, sent Division Headquarters 
for transmission all Red Cross Chapters, suggesting various 
methods meeting the epidemic situation. 

The fund appropriated was made available for nursing service 
and for emergency hospital supplies, when local authorities were un- 
able meet the situation requested through the Federal Public Health 
Service. Chapters were instructed refer all requests for nursing 
personnel the Federal Public Health Service representative, 
order that the distribution nurses might made nationally 
equitable manner possible. Chapters were urged develop 
the utmost their own local resources. 

Chapters were also urged not out their own locality for 
nursing personnel, except with the approval Division offices, 
and Division headquarters were instructed not call other 
divisions for assistance without approval from Red 
quarters. This was done prevent unequal distribution nurses. 

Recruiting headquarters were suggested where all nursing per- 
sonnel, including graduates, undergraduates, nurses’ aids and volun- 
teers, could listed and distributed needed, locally. 

standard schedule prices was approved the Federal Public 
Service, the Surgeon General the Army and the American Red 
Cross, order that one organization should not bid against the other, 
and prevent one state from securing nursing personnel the ex- 
pense adjoining state, equally need. Another reason for this 
decision was that seemed unfair the 20,000 nurses, who had al- 
ready accepted war service the standard rate $60.00 month 
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this country, and who were also the cantonment hospitals battling 
with the epidemic and giving their lives the service. 

is, however, the credit the nurses the country, that, 
our first appeal, before appropriation for this work had been made, 
over 1500 nurses responded without any inquiries, far know, 
regard the compensation which they might expect. This 
typical the spirit the nurses America, and will always re- 
membered those who have tried meet conditions un- 
paralleled the history the country, splendid evidence their 
loyalty and unselfish devotion. 

Not only have our own nurses responded the call, but, the 
very beginning the epidemic, Canadian nurses came the assist- 
ance the New England states, and many them are now working 
side side with our own nurses effort control the epidemic 
well our cantonments and hospitals 

Every effort was made appeal strongly through the public 
press for the service needed, and every Red Cross Chapter was 
urged neglect method that would help meet the need. 

Home Defense nurses have responded quickly, and has been 
necessary rely largely upon them, hundreds nurses were hold- 
ing themselves available for foreign service, and seemed undesirable 
place them where they might not easily available sailings are 
secured. 

The burden which has fallen upon the Red Cross Nursing Service 
has included, not only the needs the Army and Navy, but the de- 
mands have been equally great from munition and ship-building 
plants, and other essential war industries. The civilian hospitals have 
also turned for assistance and, whenever possible, nurses and 
volunteers have been assigned duty. 

Our Division offices have been overwhelmed with demands but, 
due the pressure work, has been impossible, yet, secure 
complete reports their accomplishments. 

The situation Washington is, possibly, typical other com- 
munities, and the following description the plan adopted here may 
helpful. 

Washington was fortunate the fact that the influenza did not 
reach the District Columbia until few days after its development 
more northern places, that before made great headway, 
were able develop central organization the public health nurs- 
ing resources the District. Mary Lent, inspector nursing for 
the cantonment zones, was recalled Washington, and 
with Elizabeth Fox, director the Red Cross Bureau Public 
Health Nursing, organizing the central visiting nurses’ 
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tion. central headquarters was established and placed charge 
chief nurse representing the Federal Public Health Service and 
the American Red Cross. Louise Boyd was released the National 
Organization Public Health Nursing take charge this work. 
the same time, recruiting center prominent part the 
business section was established and placed charge Red Cross 
nurse, with sufficient assistance meet the need. Telephones were 
promptly established, and motor service organized. Fannie 
Clement, former director the Town and Country Public Health 
Service, was put charge the recruiting station. 
attempt was made supply special nurses individual 
patients, but all calls from private houses were referred the Public 
Health Nursing headquarters, rich and poor alike sharing their 
ministration. 
The city was districted, and nurse placed charge each dis- 
trict, with district kitchen upon which she could call for suitable 
hot food for patients rooming houses, where was impossible for 
them supplied. 
motor service was organized for the transportation nurses 
and such food. Requests were sent out for the loan thermos bottles. 
Advertisements were placed the local papers, indicating the 
types volunteers desired. the schools were closed, order 
the Department Education, the teachers were asked volunteer 
assistants either the nurses for such clerical services might 
needed. The Chapter also developed special group workers 
for the care children, and housekeepers, homes where the needs 
were greatest. 
further meet the local conditions, arrangements were made, 


pital was opened, completely equipped meet the situation which 
threatened stop Government machinery.

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ASSIGNMENT NURSES THROUGH THE BUREAU FIELD SERVICE 


The first call for nurses meet the epidemic Spanish in- 
fluenza that swept with such rapidity from the Canadian border 
far south Norfolk, reached Red Cross headquarters September 14. 
came from the Public Health Service Massachusetts, and re- 
quested that fifteen trained nurses sent immediately the Quaran- 
tine Station the Boston Harbor. These were their way few 
hours after the call came. The situation Massachusetts, where the 
epidemic apparently started, quickly became acute, spreading the 
cantonments, ship-building and munitions plants. 

The necessity for continuing assign nurses military duty, 
both France and the cantonments, where the crowded conditions 
produce appalling condition, threw the responsibility service 
this emergency almost entirely the Home Defense nurses. All 
Divisions were notified report the number Home Defense nurses 
enrolled and those ready for immediate duty, and keep headquarters 
informed the number assigned. They were also advised, before 
calling headquarters, use all possible local nursing resources. 

Hundreds telegrams were sent enrolled Red Cross nurses 
asking them hasten the date their availability for military service. 
The response from nurses was quite remarkable, and since that time, 
papers nurses have been sent the War Department, the rate 
about ninety day, the majority them immediately available 
for service. was felt that military needs cantonments could 
met nurses enrolled for active service, the Home Defense nurses 
sent the early days the epidemic could withdrawn for civilian 
needs. 

The reports from the Divisions showed total 2456 Home De- 
fense nurses enrolled all divisions. The report assignments, 
complete, showed 1253 nurses the field. total 448 
nurses were assigned the New England Division. Two hundred 
these were supplied from the outside, between twenty-five and fifty 
being Canadian nurses, who volunteered before the epidemic spread 
alarmingly through Canada that more help could expected 
from that point. 

Camp Devens, the first camp, far know, where the 
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disease made rapid headway, forty-eight the nurses supplied the 
Red Cross became ill. The Army immediately hurried nurses this 
post, withdrawing them from other cantonments. nurses from 
the Army reached the cantonments, those supplied the Red Cross 
were withdrawn and placed elsewhere. Colored Red Cross nurses 
were called into service, and were used many places where the de- 
mand for graduate nurses existed, such Newport News, where four 
colored nurses were assigned duty the request local authorities. 

The opening temporary hospitals all over the country, meet 
the situation, brought calls for nursing personnel, which were sup- 
plied quickly possible. 

The situation the powder, ship-building and munition plants 
kept pace with that the camps and, although incomplete actual 
assignments, the reports show that nurses were supplied the Emer- 
gency Fleet Corporation, Philadelphia, Hopewell, Va., Fore River, 
Quincy, Mass., Bristol, Chester, Old Hickory Powder Plant, Nash- 
ville, Tenn., Dupont Company, and many other large and 
essential war industries. 

The need for nurses the civilian hospitals was also great and 
was supplied far possible. 

Reports have been received from Divisions showing that the 
epidemic has spread far west the Pacific coast. Nurses have 
been assigned American Lake, Camp Kearney, Cal., Flagstaff and 
Winslow, Arizona, and elsewhere through the west. 

The Central Division has performed unusual amount work, 
giving great credit the organizing ability the Division Director. 
Since the epidemic started the Division,—which includes the states, 
Wisconsin, Michigan, Nebraska, Iowa and Illinois, over 900 nurses 
and aids have been assigned meet military and civilian needs. Two 
hundred and seven were sent Camp Dodge, alone. These are now 
being withdrawn meet the civilian needs. 

epidemic which have knowledge, have the nurses 
been subject infection. Hundreds have fallen ill, but are 
glad able say that the nurses generally have recognized that 
the work equal importance with that being done the nurses 
France, worthy the greatest sacrifice their power give, 
and have not hesitated make it.

The association also began its first child welfare conference 
where measuring and weighing babies and children now going 
on. dental clinic being discussed. census dentists has been 
taken.

February, the Health Department Danville put 
two visiting nurses, Marie Hahn and Ella Wheeler, both graduates

Kansas.—At last accounts (July 1918), Kansas had public 
health nurses pretty well scattered throughout the state, Lawrence, 
Atchison, Topeka, Hutchison, Newton, Wellington, Wichita, Emporia, 
Pittsburgh, Kansas City, Arkansas City, and Dorado, Butler 
County. Within the last few months, since the oil boom, Butler 
County has employed eight public health nurses, two whom were 
from Chicago, and third nurse has just gone down from the Chicago 
Visiting Nurse Association, Walborg Zetterwold, succeed Mary 
Darr the county school work, while Miss Darr undertakes the 
visiting nurse work for the town Dorado. The Kansas nurses 
have Public Health Nurses’ State Association which divided into 
eight districts, each district having its vice-chairman. 

Nurses Kansas and other places will sorry hear that 
Laura Neiswanger, president the Kansas State Organization 
for Public Health Nursing, has been obliged give her work with 
the State Board Health. She teaching Red Cross classes 
Elementary Hygiene and Home Care the Sick Osborne, Kansas. 

Wichita.—In answer letter asking how much help four 
months’ course the School Civics and Philanthropy Chicago 
had given community nurse Kansas, the following reply was 
received. 

The course the School Civics and the work with the Visiting Nurse As- 
sociation are closely connected hard separate them and leave one com- 
plete. never realized this much when seven school nurses met round 
table discuss our schedule work and just what were doing.

CARE THE WOUNDED UNDER FIRE 


(The following letter, written consulting surgeon with the American 
Expeditionary Forces abroad, was received the office the Army Nurse Corps 


and was sent the Miss Thompson permission had been obtained 
for its publication, part, with names eliminated.—Ed.) 
The attack began about 12.10 July 15, heavy bombardment 
the our lines. 12.20 large high explosive shells began fall near our ad- 
vanced operating hospital All nurses and patients were once 
transferred the large abri. About one o’clock, the ambulances began arrive 
and from that time steady stream wounded was received the hospital. 
About one-thirty, our first operating room was opened and our first team called. 
few minutes later two other teams were called, and three o’clock had 
six teams working addition the shock team the resuscitation ward, 
the post-operative wards and operating and sterilizing rooms. The work was 
carried orderly manner, patients passing from the receiving ward the 
ish shock ward, the X-ray room and from there the operating rooms. About 
3.20 shells began fall nearer the hospital, passing directly over the operating 
building and exploding about fifty yards front near the railroad tracks. The 


shells apparently came from two batteries, one heavy and one lighter, both long 
distance, high velocity, throwing high explosive shells. Between four-thirty and 
five-thirty, the bombardment continued and shells were falling just outside the 
hospital grounds every few minutes, but none exploded near the operating room 
until just before six, when one blew our post-operative ward building about 
eight feet behind the operating rooms, killing two post-operative patients and 
wounding many other patients and personnel. From that time on, the shells 
continued fall directly the hospital area. Two other buildings were de- 
molished, and number exploded near the operating building and near the en- 
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trance the abri. soon the post-operative ward was hit, all nurses and 
new patients were ordered the abri, and the officers and enlisted men took 
refuge the neighboring trenches. During this transfer several others were 
wounded and least one stretcher patient was killed. About 6.30, after con- 
sultation with the French Medicine Chief and another French officer, decided 
that the place was untenable and immediate evacuation was ordered, the 
patients, nurses, and teams our other hospital the Mobile Hospital 
and the two field hospitals where site had been selected advance 
and prepared for them. started once for and reported the Chief 
Surgeon the French Army, who approved our action. About 11.30, patients 
began arrive and although the operating tent was not ready and 
water connections not completed, four teams began operating shortly after two 
o’clock. were also relieved somewhat transferring about ninety cases 
another Mobile Hospital whose plant was ready receive patients just eight and 
one-half hours after they began erect their tents their new area, and order- 
ing all surgical cases sent them until our congestion was relieved. had 
not been for the bombardment our advanced hespital, and the necessity 
for immediate evacuation, with the time consumed transferring location 
thirty forty kilometers the rear, convinced that every patient could 
arid would have received prompt surgical attention had sixteen surgical 
teams and adequate hospital accommodations. Wednesday morning, m., 
however, all cases awaiting operation had received surgical attention and from 
that time on, all admitted were immediately operated on. wish also report 
that during the trying period seven hours while our advanced hospital was 
under fire, every officer, nurse and enlisted man did his full duty. There was not 
one instance apparent fright loss self-control; and the entire personnel 
gave admirable example efficiency and good team work. The behavior 
the thirty trained nurses was superb. Many them had literally pushed 
out the wards and operating rooms and compelled the dugout. might 
add that the night July 18, the Evacuation Hospital was bombed hostile 
two bombs being dropped near the tents, and the nights July 
and 20, enemy aeroplane passed over the hospital, flying low, and with 
his machine gun bombarded several our ward tents. Fortunately one was 
injured most the patients had been evacuated.
